If all Commencement speeches were laid end to 
end it is safe to predict that tin' world would 
no longer remember what was said there. 
Anyone who fancies that In' is mature and almost 
everyone does, can think a moment and come up 
with what he believes is good advice for the 
graduates — pure nuggets of gold, as it were. 
Much solid advice has been delivered 
to 
graduates through the years by oilier men, who 
sincerely believed that they had an important 
message to relate to the young, even a mission 
to do it. 
Hut who can remember what am of them said? 
The answer is no one. 
The advice has been 
ignored, however politely. 
Most of the speeches, full of cliches and home- 
lies, haven’t even made decent 
reading in the 
newspaper accounts alout them. 
The graduates themselves are too 
self con­ 
scious in their caps and gowns (some of them 
itch), too concerned about their personal ap­ 
pearance when tilt' spotlight shine s on them, 
too occupied with thinking about a boy friend 
or girl friend in the class, too hapjn to be 
getting out of school or occupied bv other di­ 
versionary thoughts to listen to an old buz­ 
zard tell how he acquired a big bag of sheekles 
or achieved another form of success. 
Sikeston high school has recognized the futility 
of this type of ceremonial expounding of thread 
bare themes by unattractive old codgers. The 
false teeth have ceased rattling there. 
A few of the outstanding members of the class 
in Sikeston give short speeches. No, what they 
say won’t be remembered but most of the class 
probably will at least remember who said it. 
At least that’s a reasonable hope. 
* * * 
MESSAGE TO MR. WIRTZ 
A Cabinet member is presumed to be a public 
servant, a steward of the public interest. Scratch 
that presumption. 
Secretary of Labor \V. Willard Wirtz has just 
reminded us that he is a lackey of the bosses of 
organized labor. 
The voice of the parrot was heard in the land 
on Monday. That was when Secretary Wirtz 
went before the House labor subcommittee to ad­ 
vocate repeal of Section 14 (b) of the Taft - 
Hartley Act, a move which could abolish volun­ 
tary union membership anywhere in America. 
The union chiefs decreed that “ right-to-work” 
laws -- now prevailing in 19 states, including 
Tennessee, Arkansas and Mississippi — should 
be abolished at the Federal level. The Demo- 
qratic Party incorporated this dogma of the union 
bosses in the 1964 platform. President Johnson 
has heeled to the master’s command, and obe­ 
dient Willard W irtz does the same. 
But what union commanders say does not re­ 
flect public opinion. 
The public says otherwise. 
Opinion Research Corp. of Princeton, X. J., 
conducted 
nationwide 
survey on the right- 
to-work issue last year. It found that 67 per 
cent of the American people support the idea 
of voluntary union membership. Nineteen states 
have laws that conform with that consensus. 
Light -to-work laws do not outlaw unions. They 
do not discourage union membership. They don’t 
prevent 
recruiting. 
They simply prevent the 
union shop, which forces employes to join a 
union even if they prefer not to. 
Secretary W'irtz’ hoop-jumping at the command 
of organized labor is not altogether surprising. 
Just two years ago he was arm - twisting in 
behalf of a $100-a-plate dinner for Senator 
Harrison A. Williams, Jr. (D-N.J.), an apostle 
in labor’s drive to repeal 14 (b). 
It is obvious that Secretary Wirtz has not ex­ 
amined his testimony closely. He is wrong when 
he says that the supporters of 14 (b) 
are 
“ virtually all businessmen.” The National Right 
To Work Committee is headed by S. D. Cad- 
wallader, a member of the Order of Railway 
Conductors and Brakemen. We receive com­ 
munications from union men who do not want 
14 (b) repealed — not because they oppose 
union but because they fear union despots. 
Many good union members insist upon the right 
to throw out would-be racketeers. A large 
proportion of workers would prefer to work 
in a chosen job without being forced into a 
union. 
Had Mr. Wirtz glanced over his shoulder he 
might have seen a great many farm ers who al­ 
so object strongly to the power politics of big 
organized labor. 
Secretary Wirtz should be reminded of the job 
permit scandals of the World War II period, 
which occasionally crop up today, particularly 
in defense industries. He also should remember 
the union-agent racketeers who have made en­ 
try into a trade impossible for those they don’t 
want. 
He should heed the words of Repre­ 
sentative Phillip M. Landrum (D., Ga.) , co­ 
author of the Landrum-Griffin Act and an ex­ 
pert on labor and management, who has said: 
“ When a person is forced to join, forced to 
pay dues and at the same time denied a voice 
in union affairs, then what effective checkrein 
is there on a union officer? 
Or what effec­ 
tive checkrein is there on the racketeer who 
takes over a union? Or what effective check- 
rei.i is there on the employer who is willing 
to enter into a dishonest arrangement with a 
dishonest unin officer or with a racketeer?” 
Repeal of Section 14 (b) is an open door to 
all these evils. That is reason enough to con­ 
demn the political pressure which has forced the 


current Administration to bow to politicking 
union bosses. 
Hut the crux of the issue has been ignored by 
organized labor. In every one of the 19 states 
with right-to-work laws, the voting public could 
bring about repeal if it so desired. The Taft- 
Hartley Aet does not insist on the right-to- 
work laws -- it simply perm its it where It is 
wanted by the people. 
So long as 14 (b) r e ­ 
m a i n s in the Federal law, the voters of any 
state can take either jxisition -- for or against 
the union shop. 
lf l l (b) 
is repealed, a labor minority can 
exert a dictatorial power over Ixith workers 
and businesses in states w here the public m a­ 
jority prefers its right to work. 
rho union lords have not proved their case, 
l lu \ have used the vise of bloc vote control, 
t herefore, the voters of individual states should 
have a voice in tile kind ot labor laws they 
want. It but one state wanted l l (b) to remain 
intact, it should be heard. 
rile re arc, in fact, 19 such states, l'wo-thirds 
of the \mcrican people want 14 (b). They also 
speak to Secretary Wirt/..

He speaks for the brighter 
segment of his generation. A few specifics: 
rho 1936 class of Dartmouth College, as re ­ 
ported in a scientific sampling 25 years later, 
sent 15 per cent of its graduates on to further 
study, lf present trends hold up, 80 per cent 
or more of the 1966 graduating class will be­ 
come candidates for graduate degrees. 
Schools such as Princeton, Harvard, Cornell, 
I niversity of Pennsylvania, 
and New York 
Pniversity last September sent 60 to 85 per cent 
of 
their 
1964 liberal 
arts men into full­ 
time graduate study. (Comparatively few women 
take graduate school courses, except teaching 
candidates.). 
Cf the nation’s 450,000 bachelor degree grad­ 
uates of last June, 100,000 are now working for 
higher degrees, according to a survey by the 
Northwestern National Life Insurance Company. 
More than 90,000 m aster’s degrees were con­ 
ferred in 1964, as well as 13,000 philosophy 
doctorates. Each year sees a rise in the num­ 
ber of advanced degrees of between 6 and 7 
per cent. Thus the total of graduate degrees 
awarded this month will be in the order of 
110,000. 
College and universities are expanding their 
efforts to supply direly needed candidates for 
doctorates. Tulane is introducing a program that 
w ill give outstanding students up to $8,200 in aid 
to help them earn doctorates in four years. 
Harvard picks 25 of its best and brightest and 
gives them free tuition and up to $2000 a y ear- 
for five years. 
IX THE CICERONIAN SENSE of cultivating a 
fertile mind with learning all this sounds ideally 
delightful. 
But there is another side to the 
coin. 
Nobody questions the need for graduate 
study for scientific and technological pursuits. 
But placement officers responding to the insur­ 
ance company survey cited above complained that 
the “ chase after higher degrees is becoming 
indiscriminate and overdone, especially in non­ 
technical a re a s.” A spokesman for Princeton 
noted that “ a considerable number ” of stu­ 
dents chose graduate school because of “ pro­ 
crastination, lack of career information, draft 
apprehension, vocational 
immaturity, 
and 
liberal graduate fellowships.” 
Placement officers also are beginning to sniff 
an anti-business attitude on campuses that could 
become serious. Harvard last year sent 31 grad­ 
uates to the Peace Corps, only nine fewer 
than it fielded for business. 
An age group 
that resents the conformism its older bro­ 
thers and sisters sedulously aped fears get­ 
ting caught in the pin-striped, button - down- 
collar labyrinth. “ We are deeply concerned with 
the number of college youths who have re ­ 
jected business as a c a re e r,” says John E. 
Harmon, director of manpower development, 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce. 
THE COLLEGE CRUSH of the past few years 
has pushed up to the graduate level, without 
reducing any of the pressure from below. En­ 
rollment of students aiming to advanced de­ 
grees was up about 12 per cent in land-grant 
institutions this year. 
A great many institutions are turning to an ll 
or 12 month operation. Year-round higher edu­ 
cation would create badly needed space for 1.2 
million students. 
A further answer would be tightening require­ 
ments 
for 
admission 
to graduate schools. 
Standards are being raised, of course, but only 
effectively at institutions where standards al­ 
ways have been discriminatingly high.

was the work I should follow.” 
He resigned from active naval 
duty in 1959toenter the Divinity 
School of the Pacific at B erk­ 
eley, Calif. After graduating in 
1962, he served in 'w rlshes in 


the San F rancisco Bay area 
and Salt Lake City before r e ­ 
joining the Navy. 
The padre works as hard as 
any Seabee him self. 
He holds 
six religious services weekly 
for the Seabees and M arines, 
helps in the M ilitary's people- 
to- people 
program , 
and is 
active in the direction of a native 
orphanage. But his 
greatest 
satisfaction com es from

endless hours of counsel ing men

ASSEMBLY'CHOOSES 
OWN FISCAL OFFICER 
The state Committee on Fiscal 
Affairs, created after three at­ 
tempts by the General Assembly 
and signed into law March 3 
by Governor Warren Hearnes, 
has selected *ts first fiscal 
officer as a watchdog over state 


appropriations. 
The new officer is Arthur W. 
Betts, a veteran of nearly 20 
years’ experience in state gov­ 
ernment who prior to accept­ 
ing this position had been chief 
analyst for the office of the 
Comptroller and Budget Direc. 
He resigned this position in 
January. 
The latter office is directly 
controlled 
by 
the 
executive 
branch of Missouri’s govern­ 
ment while in his new capacity, 
Betts will answer solely to the 
Committee on Fiscal Affairs 
headed by Rep. Bernard (Doc) 
Simcoe, 
a 
Callaway 
County 
Democrat who also heads the 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee. 
There are many who have felt 
that creation of such an agency 
would cause a duplication of 
the work done by the budget 
office. This is forbidden under 
provisions of the bill but was 
partially former Gov. John Dal­ 
ton’s 
reason for vetoing a 
sim ilar proposal. 
The late Gov. James T, Blair 
also stomped out sim ilar at­ 
tempts at 
legislative fiscal 
watchdogging. 
Betts served under the ad­ 
ministration of both Blair and 
Dalton. He also has worked in 
the office of Legislative Re­ 
search, the outfit charged with 
drafting bills for members of 
the General Assembly. 


Thus, Setts acknowledges that 
he has worked txvth sides of a 
highly competitive 
political 
fence and now has returned to 
the folds of the legislature. 
Neither Simcoe nor Betts feels 
that the fiscal officer will be 
duplicating the budget office’s 
work but now they are working 
from the ground up and remain 
somewhat uncertain as to what 
exactly lies ahead. 
The policy adopted by the corn­ 
in ittee as a blueprint for Betts 
to follow provides that any leg­ 
islator seeking information on 
fiscal matters must first apply 
to the committee and if ap­ 
proved, Betts will investigate. 
It is apparent that the General 
Assembly, in finally winning 
approval of its own fiscal watch­ 
dog, wants to play a greater 
role in determining how state 
appropriations are being car­ 
ried out, if the money sought 
by agencies and departments 
is justified and sim ilar activi­ 
ties. 
Prior to creation of the com­ 
mittee, the General Assembly 
was at the mercy of the execu­ 
tive branch as far as deter­ 
mining money m atters. By set­ 
ting up its own committee, tho 
legislature thus will achieve 
more 
governmental indepen­ 
dence. 
Simcoe said that cooperation 
shown by Governor Hearnes 
and the budget office staff is 


commendable, but added that 
this hasn’t always been the case. 
MO. CHURCH COUNCIL 
BACKS BRACERO LAW 
The 
Missouri 
Council 
of 
Churches has contacted all Mis­ 
souri members of Congress as 
well as Secretary' of Labor W. 
Willard Wirt/, to express its 
support of the Labor Depart­ 
ment’s ban on the importation 
of migrant workers into the 
United States. 
The effect in Missouri of this 
anti-bracero policy is being 
felt in a strange manner. Mis­ 
souri 
has 
had 
no 
bracero 
laborers since 1961 and then it 
was mainly in cotton chopping 
in the bootheel. 
However, 
according to the 
Missouri Division of Employ­ 
ment Security the anti-bracero 
action is placing this state in 
more of a position of supply­ 
ing a labor force for other 
states, such as California which 
has been hardest hit by the 
change. 
Representatives of large farm 
operations in California were to 
be in Missouri this week seek­ 
ing lalw rers. 
Tlu.‘ 
Council 
of 
Churches, 
which normally involves itself 
in church-related m atters, has 
taken the stand that migrant 
American Workers were being 
“ dispossessed, 
disadvantaged 
and discriminated 
against” 
under the former practice of 


importing 
workers 
from 
Mexico. 
What such pious organizations 
apparently fail to realize is 
the difficulty large farm opera­ 
tors have In securing adequate 
American laborers for picking 
their crops, much of which 
rem ains a job to be done by 
hand. 
In the news recently was a 
report 
that one 
California 
straw berry 
grower plowed 
under this year’s crop because 
it was rotting on the ground 
with no pickers available. 
Perhaps this is one of the 
reasons lettuce and other per­ 
ishable,

are now selling for some 45 
cents a head, etc. 
COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS 
It appears now the position 
of county superintendents of 
schools will tie abolished for 
areas

needed. A bill to this effect 
has passed both houses of the 
General Assembly in one form 
or another. 


The Senate has returned the 
bill to the House for acceptance 
of minor changes. One Sena­ 
tor reported that at present 
26 Missouri counties have no 
superintendents because the job 
is useless there.

In one 
condition the pituitary is func­ 
tioning norm ally but ovulation 
is blocked by sm all cysts on 
an ovary. In some cases of 
this kind, 
success has been 
achieved through wedge-resec- 
tion — a pie-shaped bit of ovar­ 
ian tissue is removed. 
Often 
the slightly sm aller ovary will 
then function norm ally.

When I was a i>oy it was very 
common for women to have 
quilting on the sam e day Urn 
mon had a house raising or log 
rolling. Then men would come 
In from all over the neighbor­ 
hood and raise a barn or pile 
the logs while Ute women and 
g irls did the quilting. At noon 
all sat down to a feast of good 
things made up of the t>est the 
land afforded. One never sees 
such a feast these days. 
When I was a Iwy there was 
a big public stile in the nelghtior- 
hood of the stuff l>olonglng to a 
dead 
m an's estate. Tile man 
farm ed on a large scale and 
worked many slaves but when 
he died it was found that he was 
bankrujtt. L ine country ham s, as 
nice looking as you ever saw, 
b ro 't only 2 1/2 cents a pound 
while side meat was hard to sell 
at any price, (ie whiz, Just think 
of ham s, good ones, selling at 
that. Buy one now and it will 
cost you near to 50 cents a 
pound. 
When I was a boy doctors usu­ 
ally bled their patients for al­ 
m ost every ailm ent to which 
flesh is heir. If a patient had 
typhoid or any other fever they 
would lance his arm and catch 
the blood in a wash pan. Tim es 
have changed since then. Now a 
doctor only bleeds a patient's 
pocket Itook. 
When I was a boy a young 
fellow with a young wife saved 
his money until he had $30 in 
cash. He decided to buy up a 
bunch of calves with this s u r­ 
plus wealth one fall and actually 
bought thirteen of them and 
had $20 left. It proved to be a 
good Investm ent for stock went 
up In price and the next spring 
he sold them and m ore than dou­ 
bled his money. That $30 would 
not buy one calf now. 
When I was a t>oy there was 
nothing but scrub cattle a nd hogs 
In the country but the horse 
stock was ta tte r. The hogs w ere 
reg u lar razorbacks and were 
ra re ly fattened until they w ere 
from one to two years old. Away 
back there there was generally 
a big crop of acorns and nuts 
and hogs got as fat as you ask 
for without any corn, Injt I 
rem em lter people said acorns 
made the lard too much like 
oil so many penned up their 
hogs and fed them on corn to 
make the lard ta tte r. 
When I was a l>oy there was 
not a red fox or fox squirrel to 
be found In the country, l>oth 
foxes and sq u irrels tieing gray. 
Now It Is a ra re tiling to see 
a gray squirrel or a gray fox, 
all being red. I understand the 
red foxes were brought here 
from Kentucky and killed off 
the grays. How true this is I 
do not know. 
When I was a l>oy good farm 
hands could lie hired for $13 to 
$15 a month for the entire se a ­ 
son, 
including harvest of all 
kinds. This included their board 
and washing. Now good farm 
hands are getting from $40 to 
$60 a month and do not have to 
work half as hard as men did in 
the long ago. You see men ride 
and do most of their work on tile 
farm now. 
When I was a boy I knew an 
old fellow named Elam Sterns. 
He got drunk as a lord mighty 
often and always wanted to clim b 
a tree when in that condition. 
When clim bing he was always 
saying, “ My name is Elam , al­ 
ways behind.'' The boys had lots 
of fun with him. He was all 
right when sot>er and had l>een 
a drum m er In the war of 1812. 
G uess he got to Heaven as he 
was always climbing up while 
living. 
When I was a boy nearly all 
farm houses were built near a 
spring, as people evidently did 
not know anything about digging 
a cistern o r well. At least they 
did not have a well In our neigh­ 
borhood until I was IO years old 
and that was at our home. Plenty 
of w ater was found at IG feet. 


It was a wonder. 
w ater with a rojx 
bucket. 
When I was a Ixty coon bunt­ 
ing [Nit more thrills in al>oy than 
an airplane does now 
Lord, 
what excitm ent there was when a 
tre e was cut down and til*? coon 
Jumped out, was grabbed by the 
dogs and the fight was on In 
earnest. 
Sometimes an old 
fashioned coon would whip two 
o r three dogs. Boys now don't 
know what excitment Is unless 
they have witnessed a real old- 
fashioned coon fight. 
When I was a boy once or 
twice a year all men of m ilitary 
age met at some place to drill. 
This was a great da. for ev ery ­ 
body, old and young, white and 
black, as all went to these* 
“ m u ster" days. One of my 
uncles was a major and when lie 
was dressed up lit hts uniform 
and on a fine horse I thought 
he was the greatest man in the 
world. I believe now that men 
of the proper age should lie 
drilled Just as they were then. 
When I was a lioy eggs sold 
3£ to 5£ a dozen, and if a w ash­ 
ing tub full of eggs had l>een 
taken to the average town It 
would have gutted the m arket 
and had some left unsold. There 
was no way to ship eggs to th** 
cities as there is now. Now I* 
is a common thing for any town 
to 
receive several thousand 
dozen eggs In a day. 
When I was a boy I often won - 
dered lf I would ever t>e a man 
like my uncles, little dream ing 
of the struggles to come to me 
before I was as old as they. 
But tim e never stops and the 
w hirligig of time has brought 
me to where I can alm ost see 
the end of earthly things, but 
I feel that I have done the best 
I could and have not the least 
ill will toward a living soul, 
yet at tim es I would I w ere 
a boy again,

If all Commencement speeches were laid end to 
end it is safe to predict that the world would 
no longer remember what was said there. 
Anyone who fancies that he is mature and almost 
everyone does, can think a moment and come up 
with what he believes is good advice for the 
graduates — pure nuggets of gold, as it were. 
Much solid advice has been delivered 
to 
graduates through the years by older men, who 
sincerely believed that they had an important 
message to relate to the young, even a mission 
to do it. 
But who can remember what any of them said? 
The answer is no one. The advice has been 
ignored, however politely. 
Most of the speeches, full of cliches and home- 
lies, haven’t even made decent reading in the 
newspaper accounts about them. 
The graduates themselves are too 
self con­ 
scious in their caps and gowns (some of them 
itch), too concerned about their personal ap­ 
pearance when the spotlight shines on them, 
too occupied with thinking about a boy friend 
or girl friend in the class, too happy to be 
getting out of school or occupied by other di­ 
versionary thoughts to listen to an old buz­ 
zard tell how he acquired a big bag of sheckles 
or achieved another form of success. 
Sikeston high school has recognized the futility 
of this type of ceremonial expounding of thread 
bare themes by unattractive old codgers. The 
false teeth have ceased rattling there. 
A few of the outstanding members of the class 
in Sikeston give short speeches. No, what they 
say won’t be remembered but most of the class 
probably will at least remember who said it. 
At least that’s a reasonable hope.

MESSAGE TO MR. WIRTZ 
A Cabinet member is presumed to be a public 
servant, a steward of the public interest. Scratch 
that presumption. 
Secretary of Labor VV. Willard Wirtz has just 
reminded us that he is a lackey of the bosses of 
organized labor. 
The voice of the parrot was heard in the land 
on Monday. That was when Secretary Wirtz 
went before the House labor subcommittee to ad­ 
vocate repeal of Section 14 (b) of the Taft - 
Hartley Act, a move which could abolish volun­ 
tary union membership anywhere in America. 
The union chiefs decreed that “ right-to-work” 
laws — now prevailing in 19 states, including 
Tennessee, Arkansas and Mississippi — should 
be abolished at the Federal level. The Den*>r 
cjratic Party incorporated this dogma of the union 
bosses in the 1964 platform. President Johnson 
has heeled to the m aster’s command, and obe­ 
dient Willard Wirtz does the same. 
But what union commanders say does not re­ 
flect public opinion. 
The public says otherwise. 
Opinion Research Corp. of Princeton, N. J., 
conducted 
nationwide 
survey on the right- 
to-work issue last year. It found that 67 per 
cent of the American people support the idea 
of voluntary union membership. Nineteen states 
have laws that conform with that consensus. 
Light-to-work laws do not outlaw unions. They 
do not discourage union membership. They don’t 
prevent 
recruiting. 
They simply prevent the 
union shop, which forces employes to join a 
union even if they prefer not to. 
Secretary Wirtz’ hoop-jumping at the command 
of organized labor is not altogether surprising. 
Just two years ago he was arm - twisting in 
behalf of a $100-a-plate dinner for Senator 
Harrison A. Williams, Jr. (D-N.J.), an apostle 
in labor’s drive to repeal 14 (b). 
It is obvious that Secretary Wirtz has not ex­ 
amined his testimony closely. He is wrong when 
he says that the supporters of 14 (b) 
are 
“ virtually all businessmen.” The National Right 
To Work Committee is headed by S. D. Cad- 
wallader, a member of the Order of Railway 
Conductors and Brakemen. We receive com­ 
munications from union men who do not want 
14 (b) repealed — not because they oppose 
union but because they fear union despots. 
Many good union members insist upon the right 
to throw out would-be racketeers. A large 
proportion of workers would prefer to work 
in a chosen job without being forced into a 
union. 
Had Mr. Wirtz glanced over his shoulder he 
might have seen a great many farm ers who al­ 
so object strongly to the power politics of big 
organized labor. 
Secretary Wirtz should be reminded of the job 
permit scandals of the World War II period, 
which occasionally crop up today, particularly 
in defense industries. He also should remember 
the union-agent racketeers who have made en­ 
try into a trade impossible for those they don’t 
want. He should heed the words of Repre­ 
sentative Phillip M. Landrum (D., Ga.) , co­ 
author of the Landrum-Griffin Act and an ex­ 
pert on labor and management, who has said- 
“ When a person is forced to join, forced to 
pay dues and at the same time denied a voice 
in union affairs, then what effective checkrein 
is there on a union officer? Or what effec­ 
tive checkrein is there on the racketeer who 
takes over a union? Or what effective check- 
rei.i is there on the employer who is willing 
to enter into a dishonest arrangement with a 
dishonest unin officer or with a racketeer?” 
Repeal of Section 14 (b) is an open door to 
all these evils. That is reason enough to con­ 
demn tb$ JBaUtical pressure which has forced the 


to bow to politicking 
current Administration 
union bosses. 
But the crux of the issue has been ignored by 
organized labor. In every one of the 19 states 
with right-to-work laws, the voting public could 
bring about repeal if it so desired. The Taft- 
Hartley Act does not insist on the right-to- 
work laws — it simply permits it where it is 
wanted by the people. 
¡So long as 14 (b) re ­ 
mains in the Federal law, the voters of any 
state can take either position — for or against 
the union shop. 
If 14 (b) 
is repealed, a labor minority can 
exert a dictatorial power over both workers 
and businesses in states where the public ma­ 
jority prefers its right to work. 
The union lords have not proved their case. 
They have used the vise of bloc vote control. 
Therefore, the voters of individual states should 
have a voice in the kind of labor laws they 
want. If but one state wanted 14 (b) to remain 
intact, it should be heard. 
There are, in fact, 19 such states. Two-thirds 
of the American people want 14 (b). They also 
speak to Secretary Wirtz. Commercial Appeal

THE EGGHEAD EXPLOSION 
It is better to learn late than never. - Publi- 
lius Syrus 
‘‘NEVER IN HISTORY has it been so ma­ 
terially comfortable to be an egghead.” The 
speaker is an anonymous University of Pennsyl­ 
vania graduate student with a full-expense fel­ 
lowship in biology. He speaks for the brighter 
segment of his generation. A few specifics: 
The 1936 class of Dartmouth College, as re ­ 
ported in a scientific sampling 25 years later, 
sent 45 per cent of its graduates on to further 
study. If present trends hold up, 80 per cent 
or more of the 1966 graduating class will be­ 
come candidates for graduate degrees. 
Schools such as Princeton, Harvard, Cornell, 
University of Pennsylvania, 
and New York 
University last September sent 60 to 85 per cent 
of 
their 
1964 liberal 
arts men into full­ 
time graduate study. (Comparatively few women 
take graduate school courses, except teaching 
candidates.). 
Of the nation’s 450,000 bachelor degree grad­ 
uates of last June, 100,000 are now working for 
higher degrees, according to a survey by the 
Northwestern National Life Insurance Company. 
More than 90,000 m aster’s degrees were con­ 
ferred in 1964, as well as 13,000 philosophy 
doctorates. Each year sees a rise in the num­ 
ber of advanced degrees of between 6 and 7 
per cent. Thus the total of graduate degrees 
awarded this month will be in the order of 
110, 000. 
College and universities are expanding their 
efforts to supply direly needed candidates for 
doctorates. Tulane is introducing a program that 
will give outstanding students up to $8,200 in aid 
to help them earn doctorates in four years. 
H arvard picks 25 of its best and brightest and 
gives them free tuition and up to $2000 a y e a r- 
for five years. 
IN THE CICERONIAN SENSE of cultivating a 
fertile mind with learning all this sounds ideally 
delightful. But there is another side to the 
coin. 
Nobody questions the need for graduate 
study for scientific and technological pursuits. 
But placement officers responding to the insur­ 
ance company survey cited above complained that 
the “ chase after higher degrees is becoming 
indiscriminate and overdone, especially in non­ 
technical areas.” A spokesman 5for Princeton 
noted that “a considerable number ” of stu­ 
dents chose graduate school because of “ pro­ 
crastination, lack of career information, draft 
apprehension, vocational 
immaturity, 
and 
liberal graduate fellowships.” 
Placement officers also are beginning to sniff 
an anti-business attitude on campuses that could 
become serious. Harvard last year sent 31 grad­ 
uates to the Peace Corps, only nine fewer 
than it fielded for business. 
An age group 
that resents the conformism its older bro­ 
thers and sisters sedulously aped fears get­ 
ting caught in the pin-striped, button - down- 
collar labyrinth. “ We are deeply concerned with 
the number of college youths who have re ­ 
jected business as a career,” says John E. 
Harmon, director of manpower development, 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce. 
THE COLLEGE CRUSH of the past few years 
has pushed up to the graduate level, without 
reducing any of the pressure from below. En­ 
rollment of students aiming to advanced de­ 
grees was up about 12 per cent in land-grant 
institutions this year. 
A great many institutions are turning to an 11 
or 12 month operation. Year-round higher edu­ 
cation would create badly needed space for 1.2 
million students. 
A further answer would be tightening require­ 
ments 
for admission to graduate schools. 
Standards are being raised, of course, but only 
effectively at institutions where standards al­ 
ways have been discriminatingly high.

In the present session Rep. 
Abraham 
Multer (New York) 
has two bills introduced which 
would achieve the same pur­ 
pose, but for the survey 
the 
Chamberlain 
bill was pre­ 
sented to the nation’s 
inde­ 
pendent business proprietors. 
The independent business pro­ 
prietors also think that the en­ 
actment of the “plow back” 
allowance is the most 
im­ 
portant single action that could 
be taken to promote expansion 
and new job opportunities. This 
is reflected in a separate year 
long continuous survey being 
conducted by the Federation, 
which shows over 80% of the 
respondents to date favor this 
move when asked what mea­ 
sures could be taken to ac­ 
celerate expansion.

CHU LAI, South Viet Nam 
- The Seabees building a new 
attack airstrip here have a real 
sky pilot as chaplain.

The chaplain, who served 13 
years as a line officer in the 
Navy after graduating from An­ 
napolis, is highly popular with 
the nearly 600 members of Mo­ 
bile Construction Battalion 10.

“ We do hard, sweaty work 
from 12 to 18 hours a day. 
When we have a problem, we 
need someone to talk to who can 
talk our language. The padre 
can.” 
Chaplain Sheldon is 6 foot 1, 
has hazel eyes, closecropped, 
iron-gray hair and a Lincoln- 
esque countenance. He 
wears 
a gold cross on his shirt and 
a big colorful Vietnamese jungle 
hat that makes him easily iden­ 
tifiable from a distance. 
Seated in a hot tent not far 
from the supplies - strewn 
beach, Lt. Sheldon told why he 
gave up combat flying to preach 
the Gospel. 
“ A variety of things led me to 
the m inistry,” he said. “ When 
I joined the Episcopal Church 
In 1955, I made a commitment 
to Christ and his Church. I be­ 
gan to read the Bible as a co­ 
herent whole rather than as bits 
and 
piecem eal. 
Gradually I 
came to the conviction that this 
was the work I should follow.” 
He resigned from active naval 
duty In 1959 to enter the Divinity 
School of the Pacific at Berk- 
eley, Calif. After graduating in 
1962, he served In narlshes In 


the San Francisco Bay area 
and Salt Lake City before r e ­ 
joining the Navy. 
The padre works as hard as 
any Seabee himself. 
He holds 
six religious services weekly 
for the Seabees and Marines, 
helps in the Military's people- 
to- people 
program, 
and is 
active in the direction of a native 
orphanage. But his 
greatest 
satisfaction comes from the 
endless hours of counsel ing men 
who come to him for help -

Chaplain Sheldon, whose wife 
and two children live in Oxnard, 
Calif., hasn't flown an airplane 
for nine years, still hankers to 
now and then. 
“ But Ilik e this work better,” 
he said. 
“ The thrill of flying 
is essentially selfish and can 
be shared only with other people 
in the same game. But any kind 
of ministry — whether it be 
preaching, teaching, nursing or 
healing -- involves the giving 
of se lf to others. 
“ The tangible rewards are not 
very great. But the Intangible 
rewards are.” 


WASHINGTON — A bizarre 
series of comedies took place 
behind the scenes in the Do­ 
minican Republic all adding up 
to 
tragedy. 
They 
also em­ 
phasized 
the 
importance 
of 
strengthening the peace-keep­ 
ing machinery of the Western 
Hemisphere. 
The actors who performed on 
the 
Dominican stage w e r e 
charming, temperamental, per­ 
sonalities. The mistakes they 
made seriously hurt Pan-Amer­ 
ican 
cooperation 
and 
U.S. 
prestige. Here are som e of the 
actors and some of their m is­ 
takes: 
Actor No. 1 is Dr. Jose Mora 
of Uruguay, Secretary General 
of the OAS. He holds office 
for ten years and nobody can 
remove him. 
Attached to him 
for life is charming, very weal­ 
thy Señora Mora, who doesn't 
like to have the Ambassador left 
our of her sight. Once when he 
was attending an international 
conference in Montevideo, she 
burnt up the airwaves scolding 
his secretary because the sec­ 
retary answered the phone in the 
Ambassador's bedroom. Ham 
radio operators between Wash­ 
ington and Montevideo were all 
privileged to tune in. 
Two days after Ambassador 
Mora left for the Dominican Re­ 
public to try to conciliate that 
conflagration, 
Madame Mora 
packed up her baggage and fol­ 
lowed him. 
Ambassador Mora has sent 
some unique reports back to 
Washington. They consist of de­ 
tailed accounts of how he de­ 
livered 200 kilos of beans 
o ~ 
such and such a street co- .erat 
2 P.M . in Santo Dc.uingo, 220 
kilos of beans cu another street 
corner the next day, and 200 
kilos of beans or other food at 
another street corner later. Dr. 
Mora, from reading these re­ 
ports, did little toward concil­ 
iation, much toward distributing 
beans. 
—ARGENTINE ACTOR— 
Actor No. 2 is OAS Ambas­ 
sador Ricardo Colombo, form­ 
er 
Argentine 
Congressman 
from San Juan province. Some 
time 
ago 
President Ilia ap. 
proached Colombo, whose dis­ 
trict had lost three elections, 
and told him he wanted an able 
man to represent Argentina on 


the Organization of American 
States. Colombo, he said, would 
be just the man. 
“ But how could I get along in 
New York? I don't speak Eng­ 
lish,” protested Colombo. Ap. 
parently 
the 
Argentine Con­ 
gressman did not know enough 
about the OAS to realize it was 
located in Washington, not New 
York. Nevertheless he was ap­ 
pointed, and last month found 
him self in the Dominican Re­ 
public as head of an OAS peace 
team. 
He was not a huge success. 
Finally 
President 
Johnson, 
after waiting patiently for the 
OAS to bring peace, sent his 
own truce team to Santo Do­ 
mingo, including his personal 
adviser, McGeorge Bundy. 
Two days later, at 1 A.M., 
the Argentine Foreign Office 
in 
Buenos 
A ires 
issued a 
critical statement that the Unit­ 
ed States had interfered with 
the OAS, the OAS peace team 
returned to Washington, a n d 
Argentina withdrew its previ­ 
ous 
decision 
to 
contribute 
troops to the OAS peace-keep­ 
ing force. 
In Pan American diplomatic 
circles it was alleged that Dr. 
Bundy had failed to consult Dr. 
Colombo and ignored the OAS 
peace team's existence. 
—CHAMPIONS OF 
DEMOCRACY— 
Actor No. 3 is Col. Francisco 
Caamano Deno who last month 
wrote a letter to the OAS in 
Washington inviting the three 
democracy champions of the 
Caribbean — 
ex • Governor 
Munoz Marin of Puerto Rico, 
ex-President 
Romulo 
Betan­ 
court of Venezuela, and ex- 
President 
Pepi 
Flgueres of 
Costa 
Rica 
— to come and 
investigate whether there was 
any Communism in the rebel 
forces. The Caamano letter was 
read to the OAS by Ambassador 
Magnet of Chile. But nothing was 
done. 
Ambassador 
Sevilla 
Sacasa of Nicaragua, a strong 
friend of the United States and 
representative of dictator coun­ 
try, discreetly sidetracked the 
proposal. 
Many GAS ambassadors fav­ 
ored 
the 
investigation. 
The 
three highly respected cham­ 
pions of democracy remained 
waiting in Washington, sublect 


to call. Finally Venezuelan Am­ 
bassador Enrique Tejera Paris 
read the Caamano letter a sec­ 
ond time. Still there was no ac­ 
tion. Even today there has been 
no action on this proposal to 
investigate the extent of Com­ 
munism. 
Finally the three Democratic 
champions packed up and left 
town. 
Actor No. 4 is William Tap. 
ley Bennett, Ambassador to the 
Dominican Republic, an experi­ 
enced diplomat, but credited 
with being too flustered when 
he cabled President Johnson 
asking for military interven­ 
tion. 
It's true that bullets 
were 
being fired through the Ameri­ 
can embassy. But it's also true 
that diplomats' lives were prob­ 
ably just as safe there as in the 
nation's capital where the Am- 
oassador of Kuwait and his wife 
were recently tied hand-and-foot 
by UJ5, gangsters, and where a 
visiting German publisher was 
yoked and robbed when standing 
in a vestibule out of the rain. 
There are more murders in 
Washington per month, accord­ 
ing to FBI figures, than Ameri­ 
cans have been murdered in the 
Dominican 
Republic 
in 
ten 
years. 
Actor No. 5 is Gen. Antonio 
Imbert, provisional president of 
the Dominican Republic under 
the military junta, and a dash­ 
ing figure whom Americans dis­ 
trusted in the past. He was one 
of those who assassinated Dic­ 
tator Trujillo and thereafter 
made him selfa “general,” now, 
wears a natty uniform and a 
Spanish pearl-handied revolver. 
Despite his egocentricities, 
he was picked by special UJS. 
Ambassador 
John 
Bartlow 
Martin to become head of the 
military 
government. Shortly 
after being put in power by the? 
United States, he turned on the 
United States, refused to agree 
to a peace unless he dictated its 
term s. 
These are some of the actors 
and itackstage developments in 
the tangled, 
dangerous 
Do­ 
minican crisis, which tempo­ 
rarily at least lost support for 
the United 8tates in Latin Amer­ 
ica at a time when we had al­ 
ready lost support in Asia and 
Africa.

If all Commencement speeches were laid end to 
end it is safe to predict that the world would 
no longer remember what was said there. 
Anyone who fancies that he is mature and almost 
everyone does, can think a moment and come up 
with what he believes is good advice for the 
graduates — pure nuggets of gold, as it were. 
Much solid advice has been delivered 
to 
graduates through the years by older men, who 
sincerely believed that they had an important 
message to relate to the young, even a mission 
to do it. 
But who can remember what any of them said? 
The answer is no one. The advice has been 
ignored, however politely. 
Most of the speeches, full of cliches and home- 
lies, haven't even made decent reading in the 
newspaper accounts about them. 
The graduates themselves are too 
self con­ 
scious in their caps and gowns (some of them 
itch), too concerned about their personal ap­ 
pearance when the spot light shines on them, 
too occupied with thinking about a boy friend 
or girl friend in the class, too happy to be 
getting out of school or occupied by other di­ 
versionary thoughts to listen to an old buz­ 
zard tell how he acquired a big bag of sheckles 
or achieved another form of success. 
Sikeston high school has recognized the futility 
of this type of ceremonial expounding of thread 
bare themes by unattractive old codgers. The 
false teeth have ceased rattling there. 
A few of the outstanding members of the class 
in Sikeston give short speeches. No, what they 
say won't be remembered but most of the class 
probably will at least remember who said it. 
At least that's a reasonable hope.

MESSAGE TO MR. WIRT/ 
A Cabinet member is presumed to be a public 
servant, a steward of the public interest. Scratch 
that presumption. 
Secretary of Labor W. Willard Wirtz has just 
reminded us that he is a lackey of the bosses of 
organized labor. 
The voice of the parrot was heard in the land 
on Monday. That was when Secretary Wirtz 
went before the House labor subcommittee to ad­ 
vocate repeal of Section 14 (b) of the Taft - 
Hartley Act, a move which could abolish volun­ 
tary union membership anywhere in America. 
The union chiefs decreed that “ right-to-work” 
laws — now prevailing in 19 states, including 
Tennessee, Arkansas and Mississippi — should 
be abolished at the Federal level. The Deim- 
qratic Party incorporated this dogma of the union 
bosses in the 1964 platform. President Johnson 
has heeled to the m aster’s command, and obe­ 
dient Willard Wirtz does the same. 
But what union commanders say does not re ­ 
flect public opinion. 
The public says otherwise. 
Opinion Research Corp. of Princeton, N. J., 
conducted 
nationwide 
survey on the right- 
to-work issue last year. It found that 67 per 
cent of the American people support the idea 
of voluntary union membership. Nineteen states 
have laws that conform with that consensus. 
Light -to-work laws do not outlaw unions. They 
do not discourage union membership. They don’t 
prevent 
recruiting. 
They simply prevent the 
union shop, which forces employes to join a 
union even if they prefer not to. 
Secretary Wirtz’ hoop-jumping at the command 
of organized labor is not altogether surprising. 
Just two years ago he was arm - twisting in 
behalf of a $100-a-plate dinner for Senator 
Harrison A. Williams, Jr. (D-N.J.), an apostle 
in labor's drive to repeal 14 (b). 
It is obvious that Secretary Wirtz has not ex­ 
amined his testimony closely. He is wrong when 
he says that the supporters of 14 (b) 
are 
“ virtually all businessmen,” The National Right 
To Work Committee is headed by S. D. Cad- 
wallader, a member of the Order of Railway 
Conductors and Brakemen. We receive com­ 
munications from union men who do not want 
14 (b) repealed — not because they oppose 
union but because they fear union despots. 
Many good union members insist upon the right 
to throw out would-be racketeers. A large 
proportion of workers would prefer to work 
in a chosen job without being forced into a 
union. 
Had Mr. Wirtz glanced over his shoulder he 
might have seen a great many farm ers who al­ 
so object strongly to the power politics of big 
organized labor. 
Secretary Wirtz should be reminded of the job 
permit scandals of the World War II period, 
which occasionally crop up today, particularly 
in defense industries. He also should remember 
the union-agent racketeers who have made en­ 
try into a trade impossible for those they don’t 
want. He should heed the words of Repre­ 
sentative Phillip M. Landrum (D„ Ga.) , co­ 
author of the Landrum-Griffin Act and an ex­ 
pert on labor and management, who has said: 
“ When a person is forced to join, forced to 
pay dues and at the same time denied a voice 
in union affairs, then what effective checkrein 
is there on a union officer? Or what effec­ 
tive checkrein is there on the racketeer who 
takes over a union? Or what effective check- 
reia is there on the employer who is willing 
to enter into a dishonest arrangement with a 
dishonest unin officer or with a racketeer?” 
Repeal of Section 14 (b) is an open door to 
all these evils. That is reason enough to con­ 
demn th$ JftUUcal pressure which has forced the 


current Administration to bow to politicking 
union bosses. 
But the crux of the issue has been ignored by 
organized labor. In every one of the 19 states 
with right-to-work laws, the voting public could 
bring about repeal if it so desired. The Taft- 
Hartley Act does not insist on the right-to- 
work laws -- it simply perm its it where it is 
wanted by the people. 
So long as 14 (b) re ­ 
mains in the Federal law, the voters of any 
state can take either position — for or against 
the union shop. 
If 14 (b) 
is repealed, a labor minority can 
exert a dictatorial power over both workers 
and businesses in states where the public ma­ 
jority prefers its right to work. 
The union lords have not proved their case. 
They have used the vise of bloc vote control. 
Therefore, the voters of individual states should 
have a voice in the kind of labor laws they 
want. If but one state wanted 14 (b) to remain 
intact, it should be heard. 
There are, in fact, 19 such states. Two-thirds 
of the American people want 14 (b). They also 
speak to Secretary W irtz. Commercial Appeal

THE EGGHEAD EXPLOSION 
It is better to learn late than never. - IXibli- 
lius Syrus 
“ NEVER IN HISTORY has it been so ma­ 
terially comfortable to be an egghead.” The 
speaker is an anonymous University of Pennsyl­ 
vania graduate student w ith a full-expense fel­ 
lowship in biology. He speaks for the brighter 
segment of his generation. A few specifics: 
The 1936 class of Dartmouth College, as re­ 
ported in a scientific sampling 25 years later, 
sent 45 per cent of its graduates on to further 
study. If present trends hold up, 80 per cent 
or more of the 1966 graduating class will be­ 
come candidates for graduate degrees. 
Schools such as Princeton, Harvard, Cornell, 
University of Pennsylvania, 
and New York 
University last September sent 60 to 85 per cent 
of 
their 
1964 liberal 
arts men into full­ 
time graduate study. (Comparatively fewwomen 
take graduate school courses, except teaching 
candidates.). 
Of the nation’s 450,000 bachelor degree grad­ 
uates of last June, 100,000 are now working for 
higher degrees, according to a survey by the 
Northwestern National Life Insurance Company. 
More than 90,000 m aster’s degrees were con­ 
ferred in 1964, as well as 13,000 philosophy 
doctorates. Each year sees a rise in the num­ 
ber of advanced degrees of between 6 and 7 
per cent. Thus the total of graduate degrees 
awarded this month will be in the order of 
110,000. 
College and universities are expanding their 
efforts to supply direly needed candidates for 
doctorates. Tulane is introducing a program that 
will give outstanding students up to $8,200 in aid 
to help them earn doctorates in four years. 
Harvard picks 25 of its best and brightest and 
gives them free tuition and up to $2000 a y ear- 
for five years. 
IN THE CICERONIAN SENSE of cultivating a 
fertile mind with learning all this sounds ideally 
delightful. But there is another side to the 
coin. 
Nobody questions the need for graduate 
study for scientific and technological pursuits. 
But placement officers responding to the insur­ 
ance company survey cited above complained that 
the “ chase after higher degrees is becoming 
indiscriminate and overdone, especially in non­ 
technical areas.” A spokesman lfor Princeton 
noted that “ a considerable number ” of stu­ 
dents chose graduate school because of “ pro­ 
crastination, lack of career information, draft 
apprehension, vocational 
immaturity, 
and 
liberal graduate fellowships.” 
Placement officers also are beginning to sniff 
an anti-business attitude on campuses that could 
become serious. Harvard last year sent 31 grad­ 
uates to the Peace Corps, only nine fewer 
than it fielded for business. 
An age group 
that resents the conformism its older bro­ 
thers and sisters sedulously aped fears get­ 
ting caught in the pin-striped, button - down- 
collar labyrinth. “ We are deeply concerned with 
the number of college youths who have re ­ 
jected business as a career,” says John E. 
Harmon, director of manpower development, 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce. 
THE COLLEGE CRUSH of the past few years 
has pushed up to the graduate level, without 
reducing any of the pressure from below. En­ 
rollment of students aiming to advanced de­ 
grees was up about 12 per cent in land-grant 
institutions this year. 
A great many institutions are turning to an 11 
or 12 month operation. Year-round higher edu­ 
cation would create badly needed space for 1.2 
million students. 
A further answer would be tightening require­ 
ments 
for 
admission 
to graduate schools. 
Standards are being raised, of course, but only 
effectively at institutions where standards al­ 
ways have been discriminatingly high.

In a nationwide balloting on 
H. R. 2593, introduced by Rep. 
Charles Chamberlain (Mich.) 
the 
independent businessmen 
voted in favor by a majority 
of 82%, with 15% opposed and 
3% undecided. 
This bill, which would permit 
businessmen 
to deduct from 


taxes up to 20% of a year's 
earnings to a maximum of $30- 
000 to reinvest in plant inven­ 
tory and accounts receivable, 
was introduced in the last ses­ 
sion of Congress by Rep. Cham­ 
berlain, 
and supported at that 
time by 73% of the independent 
businessmen. 
In 1962 when they voted on the 
same measure, which had been 
introduced by Sen. John Spark­ 
man (Ala.) and co-sponsored by 
24 other senators, including the 
entire membership of the Senate 
Small Business Committee, 80% 
were in favor. In 1959, when the 
same measure was introduced 
by Rep. 
Tom 
Steed (Okla.) 
a majority of 72% favored it. 
In the present session Rep. 
Abraham Multer (New York) 
has two bills Introduced which 
would achieve the same pur­ 
pose, but for the survey 
the 
Chamberlain 
bill was pre­ 
sented to the nation's 
inde­ 
pendent business proprietors. 
The independent business pro­ 
prietors also think that the en­ 
actment of the “ plow back" 
allowance is the most 
im­ 
portant single action that could 
be taken to promote expansion 
and new job opportunities. This 
is reflected in a separate year 
long continuous survey being 
conducted by the Federation, 
which shows over 80% of the 
respondents to date favor this 
move when asked what mea­ 
sures could be taken to ac­ 
celerate expansion.

The decision of the Organiza­ 
tion of American States to send 
an inter-American peace -keep 
ing force to the Dominican Re­ 
public is a long step toward 
building that organization into 
something more than a debating 
society. 
Although five of the largest

Mexico, Peru and Uruguay — 
voted against the proposal and 
Venezuela abstained, 
and al­ 
though it is more an em er­ 
gency prescription against the 
symptoms than the causes 
of 
the political sickness racking 
the Dominican Republic, it sets 
a far-reaching precedent. 
If the United States can 
no 
longer employ the gunboat di­ 
plomacy of the 19th century and 
lomacy of the 19th century and 
act as the hemisphere's police­ 
man, as our sister republics re­ 
peatedly tell us, then the only 
alternative is for them to ac­ 
cept the fact that the respon­ 
sibility for what goes on in the 
hemisphere belongs to all of 
them. 
The vote in the OAS on the 
Dominican question shows that 
14 of the 20 member states 
realize this. 
At the least, the inter-A m eri­ 
can police will hold a lid on 
the blood shed in the Domini­ 
can 
Republic 
and allow the 
United States to withdraw its 
troops, or some of them, to 
where they will be safe from 
snipers — both those who fire 
bullets and those who issue 
white papers. 
But it is to 1« hoped that the 
peacekeeping 
force 
will ac­ 
complish much more than the 
least — that it will give 
the 
democratic 
process another 
chance in the Dominican Re­ 
public so that its people may 
eventually establish a stable, 
free and progressive govern-

ASSEMBLYCHOOSES 
OWN FISCAL OFFICER 
The state Committee on Fiscal 
Affairs, created after three at­ 
tempts by the General Assembly 
and signed Into law March 3 
by Governor Warren Heames, 
has selected its first fiscal 
officer as a watchdog over state 


appropriations. 
The new officer is Arthur W. 
Betts, a veteran of nearly 20 
years4 experience in state gov­ 
ernment who prior to accept­ 
ing this position had been chief 
analyst for the office of the 
Comptroller and Budget Direc. 
He 
resigned this position in 
January. 
The latter office is directly 
controlled 
by 
the 
executive 
branch of Missouri’s govern­ 
ment while in his new capacity, 
Betts will answer solely to the 
Committee on Fiscal Affairs 
headed by Rep. Bernard (Doc) 
Simcoe, 
a 
Callaway 
County 
Democrat who also heads the 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee. 
There are many who have felt 
that creation of such an agency 
would cause a duplication of 
the work done by the budget 
office. This is forbidden under 
provisions of the bill but was 
partially former Gov. John Dal­ 
ton’s

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FEMALE INFERTILITY 
Much more is known of fe-! 
male infertility, if only be. 
cause women liave more readl-, 
ly 
submitted to examination, 
study and therapy. Their prob­ 
lems are divided into two cate­ 
gories: 
Primary infertility describes 
cases in which women have 
not been able to conceive after 
at least one year of effort. 
Secondary 
infertility 
de­ 
scribes cases in which wom­ 
en: 
1. Have had one child but are 
subsequently infertile. 
2. Suffer repeated miscar­ 
riages. 
3. Repeatedly deliver so pre­ 
maturely that the intent cannot 
survive. 
4. Fall to conceive for no 
discernible reason; this group 
is 
referred to as the ldio- 
pathlcally infertile (unknown 
cause). 
Until recently, the prognosis 
was bleak for women who did 
not ovulate. Either their pitui. 
tarles 
were 
not 
secreting 
enough folliele-stimulatlng hor­ 
mone to stimulate the pro­ 
duction of ova or the ovaries 
themselves were malfunction­ 
ing. 


HORMONE 
SUPPLEMENTATION 
In an early therapeutic at­ 
tack on this problem, the serum 
'of pregnant 
mares was ad­ 
ministered inasmuch as it was 
rich in F8H. This approach 
failed 
f o r 
reasons later 
ascribed to species specificity 
— the human organism could 
not utilize equine material. La­ 
ter, human FSH was employed, 
but it failed, too — something 
else was needed. 


About six years ago, D r.- 
Carl Gemzell, of the University 
of Uppsala, Sweden, devised 
a successful approach. He com­ 
bined human FSH with human 
chorionic gonadotropin (HCG), 
another hormone, and induced 
pregnancies in a number of 
women who had not been ovu­ 
lating. 


Moreover, a number of mul­ 
tiple births appeared, and in a 
case of miscarriage Dr. Gem­ 
zell noted seven well-formed 
fetuses. The FSH-HCG treat­ 
ment was the one given 
t h e 
Queens, New York, woman who 
delivered healthy quadruplets 
in 1963. Further research on 
these hormones, as well as on 
a 
synthetic ovulation-inducer 
known as clomiphene citrate, 
is now being conducted by sev­ 
eral American researchers. 


TECHNIQUES FROM 
SURGERY 
Surgery, too, has played a 
considerable role in overcom­ 
ing female infertility. In one 
condition the pituitary is func­ 
tioning normally but ovulation 
ts blocked by small cysts on 
an ovary. In some cases of 
this kind, success has been 
achieved through wedge-resec- 
tion — a pie-shaped bit of ovar­ 
ian tissue is removed. Often 
the slightly smaller ovary will 
then function normally.

When I Was A Boy 


As compiled by Ralph Gregory, Curator 
of the Mark Twain Shrine, Florida, from 
the writings of the founder of the Appeal, 
B. F. ‘«Pappy»* Blanton, In 1919-20. A 
contemporary of Mark Twain, ««pappy»* 
Blanton wrote of the times and customs 
that were so dear to Twain, and about 
which Twain wrote so many Interesting 
and humorous anecdotes. (Verbatim copy, 
with some questions and guesses as to 
missing words) 


June 27, 1919 
When I was a boy It was very 
common for women to have 
quilting on the same day the 
men had a house raising or log 
rolling. Then men would come 
in from all over the neighbor­ 
hood and raise a barn or pile 
the logs while the women and 
girls did the quilting. At noon 
all sat down to a feast of good 
things made up of the best the 
land afforded. One never sees 
such a feast these days. 
When I was a boy there was 
a big public sale In the neighbor­ 
hood of the stuff belonging to a 
dead man's estate. The man 
farmed on a large scale and 
worked many slaves but when 
he died It was found that he was 
bankrupt. Fine country hams, as 
nice looking as you ever saw, 
bro't only 2 1/2 cents a pound 
while side meat was hard to sell 
at any price. Ge whiz, just think 
of hams, good ones, selling at 
that. Buy one now and it will 
cost you near to 50 cents a 
pound. 
When I was a boy doctors usu­ 
ally bled their patients for al­ 
most every ailment to which 
flesh is heir. If a patient had 
typhoid or any other fever they 
would lance his arm and catch 
the blood In a wash pan. Times 
have changed since then. Now a 
doctor only bleeds a patient's 
pocket book. 
When I was a boy a young 
fellow with a young wife saved 
his money until he had $30 In 
cash. He decided to buy up a 
bunch of calves with this sur­ 
plus wealth one fall and actually 
bought thirteen of them and 
had $20 left. It proved to be a 
good investment for stock went 
up In price and the next spring 
he sold them and more than dou­ 
bled his money. That $30 would 
not buy one calf now. 
When I was a boy there was 
nothing but scrub cattle and hogs 
In the country but the horse 
stock was better. The hogs were 
regular razorbacks and were 
rarely fattened until they were 
from one to two years old. Away 
back there there was generally 
a big crop of acorns and nuts 
and hogs got as fat as you ask 
for without any corn, but I 
remember people said acorns 
made the lard too much like 
oil so many penned up their 
hogs and fed them on corn to 
make the lard better. 
When I was a boy there was 
not a red fox or fox squirrel to 
be found In the country, both 
foxes and squirrels being gray. 
Now It is a rare thing to see 
a gray squirrel or a gray fox, 
all being red. I understand the 
red foxes were brought here 
from Kentucky and killed off 
the grays. How true this is I 
do not know. 
When I was a boy good farm 
hands could be hired for $13 to 
$15 a month for the entire sea­ 
son, Including harvest of all 
kinds. This Included their board 
and washing. Now good farm 
hands are getting from $40 to 
$60 a month and do not have to 
work half as hard as men did In 
the long ago. You see men ride 
and do most of their work on the 
farm now. 
When I was a boy I knew an 
old fellow named Elam Sterns. 
He got drunk as a lord mighty 
often and always wanted to climb 
a tree when In that condition. 
When climbing he was always 
saying, “ My name Is Elam, al­ 
ways behind.»» The boys had lots 
of ten with him. He was all 
right when sober and had been 
a drummer In the war of 1812. 
Guess he got to Heaven as he 
was always climbing up while 
living. 
When I was a boy nearly all 
farm houses were built near a 
spring, as people evidently did 
not know anything about digging 
a cistern or well. At least they 
did not have a well In our neigh­ 
borhood until I was 10 years old 
and that was at our home. Plenty 
ot water was found at 16 feet. 1 


B. F. ‘«Pappy* 
Blanton 


It was a wonder. We drew the 
water with a rope attached to a 
bucket. 
When I was a boy coon hunt­ 
ing put more thrills In a l>oy than 
an airplane does now. Lord, 
what excitment there was when a 
tree was cut down and the coon 
jumped out, was grabbed by the 
dogs and the fight was on In 
earnest. 
Sometimes an old 
fashioned coon would whip two 
or three dogs. Boys now don't 
know what excitment Is unless 
they have witnessed a real old- 
fashioned coon fight. 
When I was a boy once or 
twice a year all men of military 
age met at some place to drill. 
This was a great day for every­ 
body, old and young, white and 
black, as all went to these 
“ muster»» days. One of my 
uncles was a major and when he 
was dressed up In his uniform 
and on a fine horse I thought 
he was the greatest man In the 
world. I believe now that men 
of the proper age should l>e 
drilled just as they were then. 
When I was a boy eggs sold 
3$ to 5$ a dozen, and If a wash­ 
ing tub full of eggs had been 
taken to the average town it 
would have gutted the market 
and had some left unsold. There 
was no way to ship eggs to the 
cities as there Is now. Now It 
is a common thing for any town 
to 
receive several thousand 
dozen eggs in a day. 
When I was a boy I often won­ 
dered If I would ever be a man 
like my uncles, little dreaming 
of the struggles to come to me 
before I was as old as they. 
But time never stops and the 
whirligig of time has brought 
me to where I can almost see 
the end of earthly things, but 
I feel that I have done the best 
I could and have not the least 
ill will toward a living soul, 
yet at times I would I were 
a boy again, 
When every day seemed two or 
three. 
I fell asleep upon the floor 
And dreamed of happy days to 
see.

cause women have more readl. t

submitted to examination, 
study and therapy. Their prob.

Prim ary infertility describes 
cases in which women have 
not been able to conceive after 
at least one year of effort.

He com­ 
bined human FSH with human 
chorionic gonadotropin (HCG), 
another horm one, and induced 
pregnancies In a number of 
women who had not been ovu­ 
lating. 


M oreover, a number of mul­ 
tiple births appeared, and In a 
case of m iscarriage D r. Gem­ 
zell noted seven well-formed 
fetuses. The FSH-HCG tre a t­ 
ment was the one given 
t h e 
Queens, New York, woman who 
delivered healthy quadruplets 
in 1963. F urther research on 
these horm ones, as well as on 
a 
synthetic ovulation-inducer 
known as clomiphene citrate, 
is now being conducted by sev­ 
eral A m erican rese arch e rs. 


TECHNIQUES FROM 
SURGERY 
Surgery, too, has played a 
considerable role in overcom ­ 
ing fem ale infertility. In one 
condition the pituitary is func­ 
tioning norm ally but ovulation 
Is blocked by sm all cysts on 
an ovary. In some cases of 
this kind, 
success has been 
achieved through w edge-resec- 
tion — a pie-shaped bit of ovar­ 
ian tissue is rem oved. 
Often 
the slightly sm aller ovary will 
then function norm ally.

When I was a boy It was very 
common for women to have 
quilting on the sam e day the 
men had a house raising o r log 
rolling. Then men would com e 
In from all over the neighbor­ 
hood and raise a barn or pile 
the logs while the women and 
g irls did the quilting. At noon 
all sat down to a feast of good 
things made up of the trest the 
land afforded. One never sees 
such a feast these days. 
When I was a Iroy there was 
a big public sale In the neighbor­ 
hood of the stuff l»elonglng to a 
dead 
man’s estate. The man 
farm ed on a large scale and 
worked many slaves but when 
he died It was found that he was 
bankrupt. Fine country ham s, as 
nice looking as you ever saw, 
b ro’t only 2 1 / 2 cents a pound 
while side meat was hard to sell 
a t any price. Ge whiz, Just think 
of ham s, good ones, selling at 
that. Buy one now and It will 
cost you near to 50 cents a 
pound. 
When I was a boy doctors usu­ 
ally bled their patients for a l­ 
m ost every alim ent to which 
flesh Is heir. If a patient had 
typhoid or any other fever they 
would lance his arm and catch 
the blood In a wash pan. T im es 
have changed since then. Now a 
doctor only bleeds a patient’s 
pocket book. 
When I was a boy a young 
fellow with a young wife saved 
his money until he had $30 In 
cash. He decided to buy up a 
bunch of calves with this s u r ­ 
plus wealth one fall and actually 
bought thirteen of them and 
had $20 left. It proved to be a 
good Investm ent for stock went 
up In price and the next spring 
he sold them and more than dou­ 
bled his money. That $30 would 
not buy one calf now. 
When I was a l>oy there was 
nothing but scrub cattle and hogs 
In the country but the horse 
stock was better. The hogs w ere 
reg u lar razorbacks and were 
ra re ly fattened until they w ere 
from one to two years old. Away 
back there there was generally 
a big crop of acorns and nuts 
and hogs got as fat as you ask 
for without any corn, but I 
rem em ber people said acorns 
made the lard too much like 
oil so many penned up th eir 
hogs and fed them on corn to 
make the la rd better. 
When I was a boy there was 
not a red fox or fox sq u irrel to 
be found in the country, both 
foxes and sq u irrels being gray. 
Now It Is a ra re tiling to see 
a gray squirrel or a gray fox, 
all being red. I understand the 
red foxes were brought here 
from Kentucky and killed off 
the grays. How true this Is I 
do not know. 
When I was a boy good farm 
hands could lie hired for $13 to 
$15 a month for the entire s e a ­ 
son, 
including harvest of all 
kinds. This Included th eir board 
and washing. Now good farm 
hands are getting from $40 to 
$60 a month and do not have to 
work half as hard as men did In 
the long ago. You see men ride 
and do m ost of their work on the 
farm now. 
When I was a boy I knew an 
old fellow named Elam Sterns. 
He got drunk as a lord mighty 
often and always wanted to clim b 
a tree when In that condition. 
When climbing he was always 
saying, “ My name Is Elam , a l­ 
ways behind.” The boys had lots 
of fun with him. He was all 
right when sober and had l>een 
a drum m er In the war of 1812. 
G uess he got to Heaven as he 
was always climbing up while 
living. 
When I was a boy nearly all 
farm houses were built near a 
spring, as people evidently did 
not know anything about digging 
a ciste rn o r well. At least they 
did not have a well In our neigh­ 
borhood until I was 10 years old 
and that was at our home. Plenty 
of w ater was found at 16 feet.

It was a wonder. We drew the 
w ater with a rope attached to a 
bucket. 
When I was a t>oy coon hunt­ 
ing put m ore th rills In a toy than 
an airplane does now. Lord, 
what excitm ent there was when a 
tre e was cut down and the coon 
Jumped out, was grabbed by the 
dogs and the fight was on In 
earnest. 
Sometimes an old 
fashioned coon would whip two 
or three dogs. Boys now don’t 
know what excitm ent Is unless 
they have w itnessed a real old- 
fashioned coon fight. 
When I was a toy once or 
twice a year all men of m ilitary 
age met at some place to d rill. 
This was a great day for every­ 
body, old and young, white and 
black, as all went to these 
“ m uster” 
days. 
One of my 
uncles was a m ajor and when he 
was dressed up In his uniform 
and on a fine horse I thought 
he was the greatest man In the 
world. I believe now that men 
of the proper age should 1« 
drilled just as they were then. 
When I was a loy eggs sold 
3$ to 5£ a dozen, and If a wash­ 
ing tub full of eggs had l>een 
taken to the average town It 
would have gutted the m arket 
and had som e left unsold. There 
was no way to ship eggs to tho 
cities as there Is now. Now 1» 
Is a common thing for any town 
to 
receive several thousand 
dozen eggs In a day. 
When I was a boy I often won­ 
dered If I would ever t>e a man 
like my uncles, little dream ing 
of the struggles to come to me 
before I was as old as they. 
But tim e never stops and the 
whirligig of tim e has brought 
me to w here I can alm ost see 
the end of earthly things, but 
I feel that I have done the best 
I could and have not the least 
HI will toward a living soul, 
yet at tim es I would I were 
a boy again, 
When every day seem ed two or 
three. 
I fell asleep upon the floor 
And dream ed of happy days to 
see.
